Claim Rejections- 35 USC § 102 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5, 8-9, 12-16, 18-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hunter et al (US Pat. 5,921,422) 

Regarding claims 1-5, 8-9, 12-16, 18-26 Hunter et al disclose a coupler 108 for 
releasably fastening a computer peripheral device 100 to another device 102, the 
coupler comprising: a first portion 200, 202 operable to engage the computer peripheral 
device 100 and a second portion 200, 202 operable to engage the other device 102 and 
a body 108 for joining the first portion to the second portion and that is inoperable to 
couple an electrical signal from one of the device to the other device; a first portion is 
insertable into a complimentary receptacle 104 of the computer peripheral device 100 
wherein the second portion is insertable into a complimentary receptacle 104 of the 
other device, a connector 108 operable to mount the computer peripheral device 100 to 
the other device 102. 

Regarding method claims 14-16, 18 the structure device as mention above can 
perform the method claims.
